_To divert travel from Main street on the 
hill, through Chapel avenue to Bartlet street, 
where three of the town’s largest schools are 
situated with a daily attendance of over 800 
children; (for years our town has planned in 
Shawsheen Village, to get the children away 
from a main thoroughfare to a quiet street), 
crossing seven streets, demolishing six 
business firms to Elm street, making two 
other sharp turns to High street, thence to 
the Salem Turnpike to Lawrence. No part 
of this road is suitable for heavy travel. To 
rebuild, like So, Main street, about three 
miles, would cost in excess of six hundred 
thousand. After completion, the distance 
being about two miles further, would make 
it impracticable for use, leaving on the town 
the most dangerous road in our section. It 
is generally conceded that a road is as wide 
as Its narrowest part. The only part of Main 
street in Andover that is not standard width, 
is from the Daly block north to Stimpson 
bridge. The widening of this strip, about 
half a mile, with two new bridges would 
serve a double purpose, prevent many of the 
accidents that occur in this part, and be a 
pleasing thing to look upon, not only for our 
own pepe but all that travel through our 
town. expenses of this job would be 
borne by the Street Railway, County, steam 
tailwa and Town, and if desirable an amount 
by public subscription. When this work is 
complete Andover would be better equipped 
for roads than any town between Lawrence 
. - Railroad street, the road 
leading past the new Rubber Shop to the 
B. & M. depot, should be rebuilt at once. 
When complete, fifty per cent of the light 
travel from Lawrence to Boston, which wished 
to avoid our center, would take this route 
age our depot up School to So.

On Park street, we 
have some twenty-one business’ firms. In 
this plan, eleven of these are to be torn 
down with some twenty-five houses (more or 
less) scattered through this section, to make 
room for drives along each side of the brook 
taking land belonging to more citizens up 
Chestnut street. They suzgest transferring 
the future business of our town to Whittier, 
Florence and Elm streets, after taking this 
land from our townspeople at assessed value, 
which is around twenty-five cents per foot, 
selling it back to them at the low price of 
sixty dollars per front foot at least. Was 
ever any kindergarten dream more ridicu- 
ous, under the guise of something worth 
while, “the good of the town for years to 
come”’? 

They say under the so-called excess act 
‘this could be done. This plan is excess 
enough to suit all. 

The most unfortunate thing about this 
whole suggestion is the anxiety of mind to 
these people through this section; not that a 
single home could ever te taken, but that a 
scheme of this kind, should be kept alive 
year after year, making this property un- 
salable, an injury to our fellow townsmen. 
It would seem all voters must remember at a 
recent town meeting the feeling in regard to 
property seizure. Andover stands prett 
solid on a test, right before might. Would it 
not be better to bury this cudgel of seizure b 
eminent domain? It does not sound wel 
for Andover. 

It matters little, where our future buildings 
are built, it’s the type of men and women in 
our town, that make Andover what it is to- 
day and has been for the past century.

Mussolini was aghast at the orgy of vio- 
lence, greed, and brainless disruption of the 
land he loved. He took up the task of con- 
fronting ruin which the supine ministers of 
government side-stepped. His ‘“ Populo 
d'Italia” became the medium of a clarion call 
to the sane masses of his countrymen. He 
had broken with the radical madness of the 
socialists who had rushed into the volcano 
of communism. They cried “Death to 
him!” But he kept on and set his jaw 
tight—he would smash them yet, in spite of 
the government. 

Under his guidance the Spartan bands of 
Black Shirts were quietly formed throughout 
Italy. While the Communists for two tl 
were proving the nope chaos they offered 
the country, the Black Shirts were taking 
solemn oaths to serve their country, protect 
rights, and guard religion. They were or- 
a on lines similar to the ancient Roman 
legion and were called Fascisti, a name de- 
rived from the “‘fasces”’, the bundle of rods 
wrapped about an axe, which was the ancient 
8 iol of executive and judicial power.

Increase in Arrests During Past Year 


There was a marked increase in arrests in 
Andover in 1922, as compared with the pre- 
vious year. The total arrests last year were 
216 as com with 143 in 1921. The 
number of females arrested in 1922 was six 
as compared with 10 in 1921. ; 

The biggest increase in the number of 
arrests as shown by Chief Smith’s report is 
for violation of the motor vehicle law. In 
1921, there were 34 arrests; in 1922 there 
were 94. There were also 7 arrested for 
operating an automobile under the influence 
of liquor, as compared with 4 in 1921. 

Arrests for violation of the liquor law 
show that four appeared in court this year, 
as compated with 13 in 1921. According to 
the chief’s report, 41 were arrested for drunk- 


One | enness in 1922, as compared with 14, in 1921. 


There were few arrests for major crimes, 
three being with manslaughter and 
three with assault with dangerous weapons. 
In the disposition of cages four were held for 
grand jury, 22 discharged, 10 filed, seven 
continued for sentence, 6 committed to Dan- 
vers hospital; 3 to state infirmary, Tewks- 
bury; 6 to house of correction; fines paid in 
lower court, $2192; fines paid in Superior 
court $395. The value of propery stolen was 
$1240; of property recovered $810; value of 
police equipment $1800. In Superior court 
no bills found 4; cases pending, 8; plaecd on 
probation, 4.

Good for Pessimist to Dwell on Dif- 
ference of Life Today and 
Three Centuries Ago.

harnessed to a chimney which needed 
a woodlot to feed it, but was a fine 
ventilator, Consider what the furntsh- 
ings must have been and having com- 
pleted this mental picture drop down 
several generations to the time of your 
great grandmother who used a smaller 
fireplace to do her cooking, or else 
had a brick oven instead of a Dutch 
kitchen or bake kettle for her bread 
and such, and the bathing facilities 
were—well, primitive to say the least. 
Yes, and she used candles dipped at 
home and made her soap in the back- 
yard, the sort which took off dirt all 
right and seemed to carry along cuticle 

with it, 

Later came wood-burning stoves and 
still later some coal was used, but not 
so very much, for wood by the cart 
load was brought into town from the 
back lots and sold dally in town square 
not 50 years ago. Lumber was sawed 
by hand ut times and the lumber mills 
used the old slow single sash saw: 
shingles were rived by hand and oplit 
laths can be found in houses about 
here.even now, but they are old ones. 
Nails were made and window sash 
formed the winter job for the carpen- 
ter who was building a house. Plenty 
more contrasts will occur if one srops 
to think a moment and thinking {+ 
just what the really successful 
preacher tries to get his audience to 
do. The foregoing is only the outline 
of the heads of the sermon about 
houses and their contents and sur- 
roundings.—Old Colony Memorial.

ideal Diet Never Properly Appreciated 
by the American Public, Is 
Phypgician’s Assertion. 

“The value of the date as a food is 
not half appreciated by the American 
public,” writes Dr. John Harvey Kel- 
loge. “The date not only furnishes a 
yariety of sugar which is readily as- 
similated and which ig much more 
wholesome than cane r, but it sup- 
plies a fine quality of food iron. An 
ounce of dates, in fact, supplies one- 
third more food fron than an ordinary 
beefsteak gnd iron of much finer 

lity. 

“The date is equally superior as a 
source of food lime and other food 
galts, supplying seven times as much 
lime as does beef tenderloin. The date 
requires nothing but the simple addi- 
tion of milk to constitute a complete 
diet, A pound of dates and a quart of 
milk afford nourishment not only suf- 
ficlent in quantity to supply the needs 
of the average person, but of the high- 
est quality. 
~ “The American people are suffer 
from lime starvation, which is 
ing not only in a loss of stature, due to 
lack of bone development, but an al- 
most universal decay of teeth. The 
free use of dates with milk as a part 
of the American breakfast would con- 
duce greatly to improvement of the 
national health and the lowering of 
the mortality rate,” 


The Mosquito Plant. 

The virtues of the species of basil 
(Ocymum viride) known as the mos- 
quito plant are attracting attention in 
England. An army officer has given 
a growing plant to the botanical gar- 
dens at Kew. He obtained it in Nl- 
geria, where, he says, it is known to 
drive mosquitoes from its nelghbor- 
hood, and the natives use an infusion 
of its leaves as a cure for malarial 
fevers, Its virtues are known in India 
also, as a border of it was planted 
round the Victoria garden in Bombay 
because the workmen were pestered 
by mosquitoes and suffered from ma-

SHAWSHEEN CREAMERY 


Model Village Boasts the Most Sanitary 
and Up-to-date Plant in 
the Country. 


Without any question no more sanita: 
and modern creamery can be found in this 
country than that which is located here in 
Shawsheen Village. It has been designed to 
take care of the entire output of the five fine 
dairy farms of the American Woolen Com- 
pany all of which are situated within a 
comparatively short distance of this model 
creamery. 

This building which has two stories and 
basement is 90 feet by 72 feet and faces on 
Tantalon road just south of the power 

lant. The superstructure is of steel rein- 
orced with concrete with a solid veneer of 
brickwork, conforming to the Georgian 
Colonial style of architecture, which is in 
keeping with the surrounding buildings 
forming the maingroup in the central part 
of the village. A sufficient number of 
windows on all sides furnishes = light. 
The interior finish of all rooms where ma- 
chinery or equipment is installed is of 
glazed white enamelled tile on the side walls, 
tile floors and white enamelled ceilings. In 
fact practically all exposed parts of the ap- 
paratus and equipment are white enamelled 
to insure the utmost cleanliness. 

At the rear of the building is a large re- 
ceiving and delivery platform of U-shape on 
the same level as the first floor made into 
the main structure, thesecond floor thus 
forming a roof over this platform. 

Milk is received twice daily from the 
dairy farms where it has been previously 
passed through aerators. It is unloaded at 
the left platform and delivered from the 
cans into the milk weighing room. Here are 
located two glass-lined weighing vats each 
of 50 gallons capacity. From the weighing 
vats it flows by gravity into another glass- 
lined vat beneath, from which a motor- 
driven pump delivers all the milk to a large 
800-gallon glass-lined tank on the upper 
level. All of the containers throughout the 
creamery into which the milk is conducted 
are glass-lined and so constructed that Ee 
may be thoroughly cleansed and sterilized. 

After milk has been emptied into the 
weighing vats the cans are immediately re- 
moved to the can washers where they are

washings, after which they are steam steri- 
lized and rinsed with hot water. 

A conveyor delivers these cases of bottles 
onto trucks which take them to the conveyor 
in front of two Milwaukee bottlers and 
cappers. Each bottle is automatica'ly 

led and capped without being touched by 
hand. The cases are then filled and con- 
veyed into the milk refrigerator from which 
place they can be readily loaded into the 
delivery trucks at the rear platform, 

After milk which is received at the cream- 
ery has been delivered to the large 800- 
gallon reservoir on the upper level, that 
which is to be pasteurized and sold as milk 

asses through a pre-heater thence to a 
Be Laval Centrifugal Clarifer which re- 
moves every vestige of sediment or solid 
matter which may have been in the milk. 
From this point the milk goes into one of 
three pasteurizers each of 350 gallons 
capacity and having recording thermometers. 
A constant temperature of 145 degrees F is 
maintained for 30 minutes. The next 
operation is to cool the milk as quickly as 
possible from 145 to 45 degrees. This is 
accomplished by passing it over a tubular 
cooler having a maximum capacity of 2800 
quarts per hour. From the cooler it goes into 
the 30C-zallon glass-lined equalizer where the 
temperature is held at 45 degrees and from 
this point the thoroughly pasteurized milk 
is taken out and bottled by the automatic 
bottling machines. 

Milk from which cream is to be extracted 
is preheated and passed through a De Laval 
Cream Separator into a 350-gallon cream 
pasteurizer. Cream is then passed through 
the tubular coolers and bottled exactly the 
same as milk. Another pasteurizer is 
availab!e for use in making buttermilk. 

On the second floor is a large butter room 
capable of producing 1000 pounds daily, 
Cream to be used for butter is conducted 
into one of two large cream pasteurizers and 
ripeners and a motor driver centrifugal 

ump delivers it from here to either the 
large or small motor-driven churn. After 
churning the butter is handled and goes 
through the printing machines in the most 
sanitary manner to prepare it for transporta- 
tion to the consumer. 

In the butter room are also two 350- 
gallon containers for skim milk, which aré 
pasteurizers as well, and this milk is used to 
make fancy cheeses. 

All piping for conducting the milk and 
cream to and from the various containers is 
of two inch heavy copper, tinned on inside 
and outside, and heavily nickelled outside as 
well. These sections of piping are so con- 
structed with quick acting couplings that 
they may be readily removed. After each 
process this piping is removed to a large tank 
where it is brushed, thoroughly washed with 
a solution, rinsed with hot water and then 
sterilized with live steam before being re- 
turned and connected up. 

On the floor above the main entrance is an 
observation room from which, through 
windows, practically all of the equipment 
above described may be seen in operation. 
One is much impressed with the spotless 
white appearance of all the apparatus and 
work rooms. Shower baths for men, a rest 
room for women, in fact everything necessary 
for the most sanitary and efficient operation 
of a model creamery is provided. 

The refrigerating plant located on the 
north end of the first floor consists of two
